NEW YORK (AP) - Richard 


M. Nixon says the reason he is 
not ready to spell out the details 
of his plan to end the war in 
Vietnam is because he is reserv- 
ing his "big guns" for use 
against President Johnson if he 
wins the Republican presiden- 
tial nomination. 


"I have to adapt my strategy 


so as to win the (presidential) 
primaries with the least expend- 
iture of ammunition," Nixon 
said. "I am reserving my big 
guns for use against Johnson." 


The former vice president dis- 


cussed this and other questions 
in an interview in his Fifth Ave- 
nue apartment in New York. 


'It's a Pledge' 


In campaigning for the New 


Hampshire and Wisconsin pri- 
maries, Nixon repeatedly said, 
"We will end the war in Viet- 
nam and win the peace in the 
Pacific.'' 


Asked if he intends this as a 


pledge, Nixon replied emphati- 
cally, "It's a pledge." 


He added, "I have no magic 


formula, no gimmick. If I had a 
gimmick 1 would tell Lyndon 
Johnson. That would be a moral 
obligation. 


"But I do have some specific 


ideas on how to end the war. 
They 'are primarily in the diplo- 
matic area.'' 


He said he considers the 


chances "6C to 40 against" the 
possibility that the North Viet- 
namese will agree to come to 
the conference table before the 
national elections next Novem- 
ber. 


With regard to his own actions 


in the campaigning, Nixon said: 
"I'm not going to carry on my 
conscience anything that will

nam several times in recent 
years. He published an article 
in the quarterly, Foreign Af- 
fairs, entitled "Asia after Viet- 
nam."

Henry Reuss and Robert 
Kastenmeier are aD frequent 
critics of administration activi- 
ties, particularly the war in 
Vietnam, and have declared 
they will remain neutral. Sen.

You may become one of the 


increasing Dumber of persons 
with a hearing 
loss. 
Early 


detection is important for max- 
imum improvement when there 
is need for medical or surgical 


correction or a hearing aid. 


If you think you have a 


hearing loss see your doctor or 
an ear specialist (otologist) to 
find out if anything can be done 
to correct it. If nothing can be 
done medically or surgically 


your doctor will probably send 
you to one of the 14 bearing aid 
evaluation centers in Wisconsin 
to be tested by an audiologist. 


If the audiologist; finds that a 


hearing aid would be beneficial, 
he will make recommendations 
concerning the hearing aid you 
should buy. The audiologist will 
request a return visit to evalu- 
ate the benefits from the hear- 
ing aid. He might also suggest 
training in lip: reading, auditory 
training, hearing aid orientation 
and-or speech conservation to 


further assist you. 
j 


A hearing aid is a miniature 


amplifier 
that makes sound 


louder. Some amplifiers can be 
worn on the body, others behind 
the ear, or in eyeglasses, and 
still others in the ear. A hearing 
aid may be recommended for 
just one ear or for both ears. 


If a hearing aid is recom- 


mended for you and if you have 
a preference, tell the audiologist 
and he will take that into 
consideration. It is his job, 
however, to determine which 


aid will best improve your 
hearing. An aid that "catches 
the eye," but does not "help the 
hearing" is of no value! 


Patience and perseverance in 


learning how to use your aid are 
very important. Your family 
and friends must be understand- 
ing and considerate. With mutu- 
al cooperation by all, many 
problems can be solved or 
minimized. 


One common problem is that 


previously u n n o t i c e d back- 
ground noise is heard as loud as 


'the voice you are listening to. It 
will help to start in quiet 
situations and gradually move 
to more ncise.

More often than not, the most impor- 


tant result of a presidential primary is the 
elimination of a candidate rather than a 
victory. 


While it happened before the votes 


were cast, the New Hampshire primary 
performed this function with the with- 
drawal of Michigan Gov. George Romney 
from the race for the Republican nomina- 
tion. From the same viewpoint, the most 
significant facts from Tuesday's voting in 
New Hampshire were that Sen. Eugene 
McCarthy was not eliminated or damaged, 
and that he has gained momentum for a 
more important contest against President 
Johnson in Wisconsin April 2. 


While the effort for the President was 


In the form of a write-in candidacy, the 
Democratic organization of the state and its 
top officeholders were behind him. Sen. 
McCarthy's capturing of more than 40 per 
cent of the Democratic votes was a 
significant protest of Administration Viet- 
nam policy and probably a sign of 
disenchantment with the President on 
other issues. But the President still won, 
and at this point the major hope of the 
McCarthy campaign 
still is to modify 


Vietnam policy, not to replace President 
Johnson as the Democratic nominee. 


The New Hampshire results were im- 


pressive for Richard Nixon, though his 
opponents will claim he was running 
against no one and that there was no time 


to organize a write-in campaign of conse- 
quence for Gov. Nelson Rockefeller after 
Gov. Romney's withdrawal. But Mr. Nixon 
drove Gov. Romney from the field and 
provided convincing proof of his strength 
with registered Republicans. 


Now. it is on to Wisconsin for the 


presidential primary candidates. The Wis- 
consin primary will be more meaningful 
than the voting in New Hampshire for 
several reasons aside from Wisconsin's 
being a larger and more representative 
state. 


First of all, the names of both President 


Johnson and Sen. McCarthy will be printed 
on the ballot. Secondly, the open primary 
will provide a better test of opinion from 
members of both parties and of independ- 
ent voters on the Vietnam issue as 
personified by the McCarthy candidacy. 
And the same will be true for measuring 
the appeal of Mr. Nixon outside 
the 


registered party ranks as was done in New 
Hampshire. 


A write-in candidacy for Gov. Rockefel- 


ler in Wisconsin seems too risky at this late 
date, though it now seems more probable 
that the governor will take on Mr. Nixon in 
Oregon, where Gov. Rockefeller won in 
1964. The Nixon victory in New Hampshire 
and the expectation that he also will have 
no trouble in Wisconsin lengthens the odds 
against Gov. Rockefeller making a contest 
of the Republican convention. 


At the Crossroads in Vietnam 


' The public hearing of the Senate 


Foreign Relations Committee at which a 
surprising number of committee members 
vented their frustrations over the war in 
Vietnam on Secretary of State Dean Rusk 
left the viewing public with the clear-cut 
impression that we have arrived at a major 
crossroads in decisions over our future 
policy in Southeast Asia. 


Critics of the Administration were 


goaded into their attack on the Secretary 
by the weekend reports that General 
Westmoreland has requested as many as 
another 200,000 troops. The fact that Chief 
of Staff Wheeler was sent to Vietnam to 
evaluate the situation in the wake of the 
Tet offensive and that he has been back 
now for some time without any comment 
from President Johnson has led to specula- 
tion that a total reassessment of our 
military and diplomatic strategy is under 
way. But Secretary Rusk pointedly dis- 
counted this in his testimony. 


As a.,matter of-fact the Secretary took 


exactly the same'position on the war that 
the Administration has been enunciating 
for several years. He introduced not a 
single new thought on the subject. And 
though it must be realized that he would 
choose his words cautiously' in a public and 
televised appearance Ms message was that 
the Administration is going to keep right 
on doing exactly what it has been since 
President Johnson took office in this 
current term. 


Senator Stennis of Mississippi, the 


Democratic chairman of the Senate Armed 
Services Committee, delineated starkly the 
seriousness of the question of sending more 
troops to Vietnam. Our reserve military 
strength in this country is down to the bare 
bones, he said. If we are to dispatch any 
sizeable forces, it will mean large reserve 
caH-ups, greatly increased draft quotas, and 
the transfer of several divisions from 
Europe. It will mean greatly increased 
expenditures beyond the present war 


budget, as much as an additional $10 
billions this year. That certainly would 
mean a drastic tax increase, probably more 
than the 10 per cent surtax the President 
has already asked, combined with a severe 
cutback in spending on domestic programs. 


It would mean in effect almost a total 


mobilization of the national effort which 
could even include price and wage controls. 


And all of this in an election year. 
It is most significant that 
whereas 


military reserves currently available to the 
United States are close to being exhausted, 
North Vietnam reportedly has committed a 
relatively small percentage of its available 
manpower. It illustrates the danger which 
for years has been apparent of our getting 
involved in a land war in Asia. 


If the open Senate hearing had any 


value, it lay in drawing this picture in 
detail for the country. The value of the 
orations on why we should never have 
become involved, or on the mistakes we 
have made since we became involved, are 
nil. We can expect to hear more and more 
of this in a campaign year. 


But what the country is desperately 


waiting to hear is what alterations in 
military strategy we are going to undertake 
and what success we can hope to achieve. 


It it obvious to practically every citizen 


that the Tet offensive mounted by the 
Communists and the limited success it 
achieved exposed our present strategy as 
incapable of achieving anything more than 
a stalemate. 


President Johnson might yet persuade a 


majority of citizens of America to join with 
him were he to ask for total mobilization. 
Candidate Nixon seeks to capitalize on this 
longing for leadership when he declares 
that if he is elected he will end the war. 
But he too will have to be much more 
specific as to ways and means or his boast 
could boomerang as badly as Romney's 
brainwashing. 


We know we are at a crossroads. But 


who's to tell us where we go from here? 


Racial Problems in the Olympics 


The decision of the International Olym- 


pic Committee to permit South Africa to 
send a team to the games in Mexico this 
summer has threatened to limit participa- 
tion in the games to a handful of nations. 


A majority of the members of the 


committee voted in favor of readmitting 
South Africa after long study of the 
situation. President Avery Brundage ar- 
gues that the move will improve racial 
relations in South Africa because that 
country has agreed to send a multiracial 
team which will live, train, parade and eat 
together. The opposition points out that the 
trials will not be integrated, however, 
unless the multiracial committee set up to 
pick the contestants decides to hold trials 
outside of South Africa. 


So far 32 nations from Africa have 


announced that they will boycott the games 
because of the decision about South Africa. 
In addition, a considerable number of other 
nations have asked for reconsideration by 
the committee or have announced that they 
may have to withdraw. They include many 
Asian nations which resent racial discrimi- 
nation by whites, plus several Communist 
countries including the Soviet Union. Swit- 
zerland, Sweden, Belgium and France have 
also asked for reconsideration. 


Under that degree of pressure it seems 


unlikely that the I.O.C. can stick by its de- 
cision. But a reversal is hardly likely to im- 
prove race relations around the world. The 
regulations concerning South Africa's par- 
ticipation were moves in the right direc- 
tion in a nation which up to now has rigid- 
ly enforced its apartheid policies.

McCarthy's can- 
didacy is identified solely with 
opposition to the Vietnam war. 
No politician who has listened 
to his constituents lately can

Antiwar forces 
gathered 8,000 petition signa- 
tires t&\force a referendum on 
the war issue on the city of 
Madison1 spring ballot, which 
was an impressive feat.

Biggest Condition for Surtax in War Buildup

WASHINGTON (AP) - After 


a torrent of words, pro and con. 
President Johnson's 
proposal 


for an income tax increase re- 
mains on dead center in the 
House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee. 


But forces are building up 


that could jar it into motion 
through a reluctant Congress. 


Chairman Wilbur D. Mills, 


who can count on solid support 
from his Ways and Means Com- 
mittee, repeatedly hi recent 
weeks has listed two conditions 
under which he might take the 
10 per cent surtax proposal out 
of the drawer: 


—An unmistakable surge of 


inflation threatening a runaway. 


—A sharp step-up in money 


needs for the Vietnam fighting 


The second is the one that 


seems more likely to develop 
soon. 


Capitol Hill is betting it will 


be asked to appropriate for 
some degree of U. S. manpower 
buildup in Vietnam—whether it 


is the 200,000 additional troops 
that have been the subject of fu- 
rious speculation or a much 
smaller number. 


And apart from any U.S. 


buildup, a big bill is expected 
for replacement and 
of equipment for allied forces as 
well as those of this country. 


In combination with even a 


mqdest increase in .U.S. man- 
power commitment, such an ex- 
penditure would jump the pros- 
pective deficit so far beyond the 
$20 billion mark that the basi- 
cally conservative objectors to a 
surtax on Ways and Means 
probably would bow to the de- 
mand for additional revenues. 


The administration so far has 


tried to make its case for the 
surtax almost entirely on eco- 
nomic grounds, arguing the dan- 
ger of inflation and the shaking 
of confidence abroad in the dol- 
lar. Such arguments lack the 
impact that a straight appeal 
for a war tax would have. 


There have been some contra- 


dictions among the economic in- 
dicators and the economists.

Federal food and drug regula- 


tions insist that if a tablet is 
called a 5-grain aspirin, it must 
contain exactly that — five 
grains of that drug.

True also that 
some are "buffered," with the 
purpose of making them less 
irritating to people whose stom- 
achs are sensitive to aspirin. 


Still other "headache pills" 


contain some other drug along 
with the aspirin — phenacetin, 
sodium salicylate, c a f f e i n e , 
sometimes other chemicals to 
change the total effect a bit. 


I cannot conscientiously say 


that some of the variations in 
the binder used in plain aspirin 
may not make some difference 
to some people.

makes it all the more necessary 
for Associated Press members 
and staff to present a cool and 
balanced report." 


Light, Not Heat 


Because such news "requires 


light rather than heat, The As- 
sociated Press has employed 
the investigative approach on a 
broader scale than before, in 
varying fields and varying com- 
binations at home and abroad," 
he said. 


"This was particularly evi- 


dent in Washington, where an 
11-member special assignment 
team was created to concen- 
trate exclusively on investiga- 
tive and other enterprise report- 
ing."
